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Remarks 

Claims 1-7, 1 1-17, 19-21, 35-38, 42-48, 78, and 93 were pending in the subject application. 
Claims 4, 5, 7, 16, 36-38, 43-46, and 48 have been cancelled in this amendment. Claims 106-1 17 
have been added. No new matter has been added. Support for claims 106-1 17 is found throughout 
the specification. For example, support is found at least in the following places (paragraph numbers 
refer to the online version of the application available at www.uspto.gov):

Claims 115 and 1 16: p, 2L lines -6-10 (paragraph 74) 

Applicants respectfully request entry of the subject amendment such that claims 1-3, 6, 11- 
15, 17, 19-21, 35, 42, 47, 78, 93 and 106-1 17 will be pending. 

Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner requests election between seven giroups of claims allegedly drawn to 
inventions or groups of inventions that are not linked so as to form a single general inventive 
concept (Office Action, p. 2). In response, Applicants elect Group 7. While Applicants do not 
traverse the division of the claims into groups 1 -7, Applicants do traverse the proposed further 
restriction of groups 1-3. Applicants respectfully submit that it would not be an undue burden to 
search these groups across their full scope. Since Applicants did not elect any of groups 1-3, 
Applicants will not present further detailed arguments in traversal in this response, but reser\'e the 
right to do so and to petition the further restriction of groups 1-3 should Applicants pursue these 
groups in the future. 
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Applicants are submitting concurrently an amendment adding claims 106-117. These claims 
depend on claim 93. Applicants respectfully submit that the added claims read on elected Group 7 
and respectfully request that they be examined together with claim 93.
